W. Marvin Davis succeeded 
his brother Louis Davis as pres¬ 
ident, about whom we have 
written previously. As you may 
recall, Louis was a B&O 
Railroad tour guide and 
branched off into other enter¬ 
prises in the Falmouth area. He 
was instrumental in getting W. 
Marvin to be a member of 
Falmouth Rotary. 

W. Marvin Davis practiced 
law for over 40 years in 
Pendleton County before retir¬ 
ing at the age of 66. He died five 
years later on May 5, 1981 after 
an extended illness. He had also 
served Pendleton County as 
County Attorney. 

He was best known, howev¬ 
er, for his heart. A member of 
the Falmouth Baptist Church, he 
played Santa Claus to hundreds 
of boys and girls in Pendleton 
County over the years and the 
article about his demise shows 
him getting a Santa Claus award 
from the Pendleton Jaycees, pre¬ 
sented by Marvin Wolfe. 

Dan Woodhead said that 
when Danny’s brother, Joe 
Martin, was killed in a bicycle 
accident, W. Marvin quit his 
campaigning for 

Commonwealth Attorney and 
stayed mainly at the Wood- 


head’s, consoling as best 
could in their tragic loss. 

W. Marvin lost the race by 
only 36 votes and Danny's 
Father said that the several days 
lost in campaigning probably 
cost him the election, always an 
uphill battle against a Harrison 
County candidate. 

W. Marvin was the son of the 
late Ben and Phoebe Gaines 
Davis, and was bom in Grant 
County on December 26, 1909. 
His wife Mertie Roland Davis 
preceded him in death on 
January 26, 1979. At the time of 
his death, he left a daughter, 
Mrs. Sue Layne Fletcher of 
Baton Rouge, La., two grand¬ 
sons, Mathew and Patrick, and a 
brother mentioned heretofore. 

W. Marvin was a member of 
several community organiza¬ 
tions, some local and some as 
far away as Covington and 
Lexington. A partial list follows: 
Orion Lodge, Scottish Rite 
Masons, Oleika Shrine, Order of 
Eastern Star, Hardin Browning 
Post 109, American Legion, and 
DAV Chapter No. 16. 

The funeral service was con¬ 
ducted at the Woodhead Chapel 
with the Rev. Carl Sears officiat¬ 
ing. Mrs. Genevieve Shonert 
provided the music at the organ. 
Casket bearers were: Edwin 
Monroe, Warren Shonert, Mike 
Fisher, Lawrence Colvin, Amos 
Price, and Melvin Hart. W. 
Marvin Davis was laid to rest in 
Riverside Cemetery.

Former resident feels energy 
crisis needs to be addressed 


Dear Editor, 

As the election cycle has 
once again come and gone, 
important global issues are at 
the forefront of discussions 
across the state. This is the time 
of year when normal citizens 
take a break from daily tasks, 
and attempt to synthesize and 
form opinions on important 
problems that are occurring. 
Arguably the most important 
global issue that needs to be 
addressed at this moment in 
human history is the energy cri¬ 
sis. 

As most Kentuckians know, 
we in this state pay some of the 
“cheapest” energy prices in the 
country. Some view this as a 
blessing, and it can be accurate¬ 
ly noted that these energy costs 
are one of the only reasons that 
many companies choose to have 
production facilities in our state. 
However, the true cost of this 
“cheap” energy, when externali¬ 
ties are taken into account, is 
actually extremely high. 

By most accounts, coal is 
responsible for over 90 percent 
of the energy production in the 
state of Kentucky. We truly are a 
“Friend of Coal” in terms of 
state energy policies. Many peo¬ 
ple claim that this cheap energy 
source should be something that 
we should protect and fight for. 
However, fighting for the pro¬ 
longed mining and burning of 
coal in this state in order to pay 
“cheap” energy costs is the 
equivalent of digging for and 
paying for our own grave. 

If the true cost of coal is ana¬ 
lyzed, the health impacts that 
come as a result of the mining 
and burning of this finite non¬ 
renewable energy source far 
outweigh what price we are pay¬ 
ing on our electric bills every 
month. People who live in the 
communities around the coal¬ 
fields and strip mines in 
Appalachia have extremely high 
rates of cancer, as well as many 
breathing related illnesses. 
These prolonged illnesses and 
diseases not only are affecting 


the people of Appalachia, but 
are also causing healthcare costs 
to steadily increase. Millions of 
dollars per year are spent trying 
to fix the health problems that 
the coal industry has directly 
caused. 

I strongly encourage the peo¬ 
ple of this great county to think 
of the suffering and oppression 
that are occurring daily in order 
for our lights to stay on. If this 
commentary has stimulated 
your interest and desire to learn 
more about this important issue, 
please email me at Patrick.john- 
son@uky.edu, and I will be 
more than happy to continue to 
discuss this important issue. 
There are other solutions avail¬ 
able. Suffering is happening in 
our own state, and we have cho¬ 
sen for many years to look past 
it because it is the easy thing to 
do. You can no longer say that 
you are uninformed. Please help 
your fellow Kentuckians in 
Appalachia.

Have you ever been so 
engrossed in a book that you 
skipped watching a favorite TV 
show, didn't hear the phone ring, 
or stayed up too late at night? 
Now that's a good book, and as 
anyone who loves to read will 
tell you, that's the best part of 
reading! 

Books are the way most 
teachers instruct their classes. 
But there's also a reason for 
young people to read for fun. 
The Commission on Reading 
contends that reading for fun 
teaches young people how to 
become strategic, skilled read¬ 
ers. They learn the difference 
between reading for a test and 
reading for pleasure. They learn 
when to read carefully or skim, 
ask questions or consult a dic¬ 
tionary. Reading for Pleasure is 
Asset 25 of Search Institute's 40 
Developmental Assets, the qual¬ 
ities, experiences, and relation¬ 
ships that help young people 
grow up healthy, caring, and 
responsible. 

Here are the facts; 

Research shows that young 
people who read for pleasure at 
least three hours a week (that's 
only 26 minutes a day) exhibit 
more positive than negative val¬ 
ues. Only 22 percent of young 
people, ages 11-18, read for 
pleasure three or more hours a 
week, according to Search 
Institute surveys. But reading, 
whether it's for a grade or not- 
can open up a new world, trans¬ 
port you to faraway lands, 
bygone eras, or lives only 
dreamt of. Reading is important. 
It uses facts, figures, and emo¬ 
tions to both teach and inspire. 
Inspire young people to read for 
pleasure, and they will have a 
far richer life. 

Tips for building this asset; 

Make it easy for your child 
and other young people you 
know to read for pleasure at 


your house. Provide a variety of 
reading materials such as nov¬ 
els, magazines, newspapers, and 
comic books. Also, set an exam¬ 
ple with your own behavior. 
Don't just read in bed when 
everyone else is asleep. Let the 
young people around you see 
you reading. Discuss issues with 
them that come up or other ideas 
you've learned from books. 
Finally, limit TV and computer 
time. 

Also try this; 

In your home and family: Set 
aside a family reading time once 
a week. With younger children, 
read aloud together. With older 
children, read different books 
while hanging out together, or 
read the same book and then dis¬ 
cuss it. 

In your neighborhood and 
community: Volunteer to read 
books aloud to children in your 
community center, school, faith 
community, child-care center, or 
library. 

In your school or youth pro¬ 
gram: Set up a book club to read 
popular fiction, nonfiction, or 
classics. Get together outside of 
class or during the regular pro¬ 
gram time to informally discuss 
the books you read.

With Autumn’s arrival and deer 
hunting season pending, motorists 
will see increased movement of 
wildlife throughout the common¬ 
wealth. November is traditionally the 
heart of deer migration and mating 
season creating greater potential for 
deer-car crashes. 

Lt. David Jude, Spokesperson for 
KSP, says motorists need to take 
extra precautions when driving in the 
fall. 

“It is extremely important to rec¬ 
ognize this ever-present risk, espe¬ 
cially at this time of year when near¬ 
ly 50 percent of all collisions with 
deer occur,” remarked Jude. 

“Last year, we had 3,084 deer- 
related collisions in Kentucky with 
four of those being a fatal collision,” 
added Jude. 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, there are nearly 1 
million car crashes with deer each 
year nationwide. 

State Farm Insurance Company 
states that the average deer/automo¬ 
bile collision results in approximate¬ 
ly $3,000 per claim for repairs and 
injuries. Based on a recent study by 


the company, one in 162 Kentucky 
drivers has the likelihood of a colli¬ 
sion with a deer. 

Jude offered the following tips 
for drivers: 

• Be extra cautious in the early 
morning and evening hours. Deer are 
most active during these low-light 
periods when humans see worst and 
reaction time is slow. 

• Stay alert when driving through 
a known deer-crossing zone. If you 
see one deer, look for more. They 
often travel in herds. 

• Drive at a moderate speed, 
especially on roads bordering wood¬ 
lands, parklands, golf courses and 
streams. However, remember that 
many deer crashes occur on busy 
highways near cities. 

• Use high beam headlights if 
there is no oncoming traffic. High 
beams will reflect in the eyes of deer 
on or near the roadway, providing 
increased driver reaction time. 

• Upon seeing a deer, immediate¬ 
ly slow down. Do not swerve — this 
could confuse the deer about where 
to run. It could also cause you to lose 
control and hit a tree or another car. 
It is generally safer to hit the deer 


rather than running off the road or 
risking injury to other motorists. 

• Deer are often unpredictable, 
especially when faced with blinding 
headlights, loud horns and fast-mov¬ 
ing vehicles. Don't expect them to 
stay where they are. They can dart in 
front of you at the last moment, stop 
in the middle of the road, cross 
quickly and return to the road or 
even move toward an approaching 
vehicle. 

• Deer whistles on cars provide 
little help and blowing the car horn 
doesn't always solve the problem. 
Blowing the horn may cause them to 
move, but not necessarily in the 
direction you want. 

• Always wear your safety belt. 
Historically, most people injured or 
killed in deer/auto collisions were 
not properly restrained. 

• Citizens can contribute to high¬ 
way safety by reporting erratic driv¬ 
ers to the Kentucky State Police toll- 
free at 1-800-222-5555. Callers will 
remain anonymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license num¬ 
ber if possible.

The Kentucky Agriculture 
Water Quality Act 


The Agriculture Water Qual¬ 
ity Act was passed by the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature in 1994. It 
states that landowners with ten 
or more acres in agricultural 
production must develop a 
water quality plan. If you farm 
ten or more acres or plan to har¬ 
vest trees on ten or more acres in 
Kentucky, then you are required 
by state law to implement an 
agriculture water quality plan. 

This plan documents the best 
management practices you're 
using to protect water resources. 
These best management prac¬ 
tices could include planned 
grazing systems for livestock, 
filter or buffer strips around 
crop fields, animal waste stor¬ 
age structures, and nutrient 
management plans. It should 
also include plans to limit live¬ 
stock access to streams. In addi¬ 
tion, the document should 
include information about prop¬ 
er handling of herbicides and 
pesticides and proper mainte¬ 
nance of septic systems. 

To implement a water quali¬ 
ty plan, first look at the activi¬ 
ties in your operation. You can 
use a web-based planning tool to 
answer questions about the 
operation. By answering these 
questions, you can identify the 
appropriate best management 
practices needed. Then, you 


document that these practices 
are being used and properly 
maintained. 

In many cases, proper prac¬ 
tices are already in place, and 
creating an agriculture water 
quality plan provides a docu¬ 
ment stating that you are doing 
the right things to protect water 
quality on your farm. 

However, keep in mind that 
an agriculture water quality plan 
is not a voluntary document, and 
the Kentucky Agriculture Water 
Quality Act has not gone away. 
Periodically review and update 
your plans to reflect changes in 
farming and forestry practices 
or land ownership. Additionally, 
a water quality plan is required 
by the local Soil and Water Con¬ 
servation District if you plan to 
apply for state cost share pro¬ 
grams. 

By implementing an agricul¬ 
ture water quality plan, you help 
protect both surface and ground- 
water from agricultural contam¬ 
inants. Keeping the water 
resources of the state clean pro¬ 
tects human and animal health 
and reduces the cost of treating 
drinking water.

Catching dyslexia early 


Dyslexia is a reading disabil¬ 
ity that can make concentrating 
and reading difficult for chil¬ 
dren. It's important to remember 
that dyslexia has no bearing on 
intelligence, and in fact, many 
famous people are believed to 
have had or been diagnosed with 
dyslexia, including Albert Ein¬ 
stein, Thomas Edison, Tom 
Cruise, and baseball pitcher 
Nolan Ryan. Detection of learn¬ 
ing disabilities has advanced 
over recent decades, so much so 
that dyslexia is now commonly 
diagnosed. 

However, because reading 
and comprehension are so criti¬ 
cal, especially in a world that 
places a tremendous emphasis 
on text via computers, phones, 
and other mobile devices, it is 
very important for parents to 
understand and assist children 
who are struggling. Down the 
road, dyslexia can affect educa¬ 
tion levels and job performance. 
Research reported by The Dana 


Foundation shows that diagnos¬ 
ing dyslexia early, even before 
children learn to read, can miti¬ 
gate its effects. (For the full

Remedial reading instruc¬ 
tion, along with teacher and 
parental assistance, can go a 
long way toward helping chil¬ 
dren comprehend written words 
and read at an appropriate level. 
Children with dyslexia often 
work much harder to compre¬ 
hend assignments, so parents 
need to be aware of this effort 
and support the child properly. 
Help your child by setting aside 
extra time for homework and 
talk to teachers. The more sup¬ 
port your child has, the better he 
or she will be able to deal with 
dyslexia.

GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE FOR COMPLAINTS 
RELATING TO SUSPECTED ALLEGATIONS OF 
DISCRIMINATION ON THE BASIS OF HANDICAPPED 
STATUS IN PENDLETON COUNTY, KENTUCKY 

Any person (employee or citizen) who believes that he/she has been subjected to discrimina¬ 
tion as prohibited by Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 and pursuant regulations at 
24 CFR Part 8 published in the Federal Register on June 2, 1988, may personally or by a rep¬ 
resentative, file a complaint with the Pendleton County Judge Executive; Falmouth. A person 
who has not personally been subjected to discrimination may also file a complaint. 

When any person (employee, citizen, or applicant) who believes he/she has been adversely 
affected by an act or decision by the Pendleton County Fiscal Court and that such act or deci¬ 
sion was based on handicapped status, he/she will have the right to process a complaint or 
grievance in accordance with the following procedure. 

Step one: An aggrieved person must submit a written statement to the judge executive setting 
forth the nature of the discrimination alleged and facts upon which the allegation is based. 

Step two: The judge executive shall contact the complainant no later than fifteen (15) days after 
receiving the written statement to establish an informal meting with the objective of resolving 
the matter informally. However, in no case shall the informal meeting be conducted sooner than 
five (5) days or more than forty-five (45) days after receiving the written statement. 

There shall be prepared a written documentary of the discussions at the informal meeting, 
which shall be preserved in the records of the county. 

Step three: Within fifteen (15) days of the informal meeting, if no decision has been made by 
the judge executive, or the decision of the judge executive does not satisfy the complainant, 
he/she may request a hearing with the Pendleton County Fiscal Court by submitting a written 
request to the judge executive. 

Step four: In thus discussing the grievance, the complainant may designate any person of 
his/her choice to appear with him/her and participate in the discussion. The fiscal court shall 
require the judge executive to participate in the discussion of the grievance, when it is brought 
before the fiscal court. The council shall issue and written decision on the matter within fifteen 
(15) days, and the decision shall be the final procedure for the complainant at the local level. 

There shall be prepared a written documentary of the discussion at the hearing, which shall be 
preserved in the records of the Pendleton County Fiscal Court.
